SCCA OPENS CALIFORNIA CALENDAR 


The SCCA, L.A. Region opened their share of 
West Coast sports car racing at Palm Springs 
on April 12-13. With SCCA and the CSCC co- 
operating well on schedules, this was the second 
offering to California road racing fans this year. 
Served piping hot in ninety degree heat at Palm 
Springs Airport was the “Pacific Coast Cham- 
pionship Road Races”—in quite a contrast to the 
SCCA Nationals there last fall when we almost 
froze! 


Entries were quite intriguing with Lance Re- 
ventlow’s new Chevy powered Scarab MK I 
(tried out previously at Phoenix), Bob Drake in 
a Climax powered Willment (expected RS Spy- 
der competition), Richie Ginther in a Ferrari 
GT coupe, and several Zigato bodied Abarth- 
Fiat coupes. Of the above group, the three Ital- 
ian coupes were the only ones to last through 
Saturday’s five lap qualifying races. 


The Scarab, after third in over 1500ce sports 
Saturday, had a cracked block. The Willment 
disappointed fans with gearbox troubles. The 
Fiat-Abarth coupes went like little jewels and 
the Ferrari GT coupe, expertly handled by Gin- 
ther, went like a bomb easily trouncing the Cor: 
vettes both days. $12,000 production car racing 
anyone? 


Production Porsches had a mob of entries. 
New PCAer D. D. Michelmore placed third 
Saturday in a flock of Carreras. Running a 
brand new engine, he was holding the same spot 
Sunday when the desert heat seemed to slow 
braking. The ess turn after the half mile start- 
finish straight caused him to do a sandy detour 
(cutting the area loud speaker cable in the proc- 
ess). The lost ground was too much and left 
Donald Dickey’s and Jimmie Moore’s steady run- 
ning Carreras duplicating Saturday’s hard fought 
1-2 position. Third was Ed Vincent, then Rich- 
ard Bellows and Roger Mace. The best the 
Supers could do was Emil Pardee’s sixth place. 
Who says the Carreras can’t go? 
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The modified 25 lapper saw Jack McAfee 
drive Stan Sugarman’s RS Spyder in a runaway 
for first. Repeating his fine drive at Pomona, 
Jack ran without the competition of Ken Miles 
who (still not running SCCA) was racing at 
Avandaro, Mexico. Reventlow was second in his 
dohe Cooper with Joe Playan third in his RS. 
The big battle of this race was between the older 
550 Spyders and the Lotus tribe. 


In the over 1500cc modified go, McAfee again 
started, this time driving Sugarman’s Cooper 
powered with an enlarged Porsche dohc engine. 
After a many lap unsuccessful attack on Bill 
Krause’s D Jag, Jack took the familiar sand de- 
tour at the ess which placed him sixth overall 
in our count. He lost class E to Sam Weiss (ex 
Porsche pusher) who started the race by virtue 
of purchasing Johnny Von Neuman’s entered 
Testa Rossa Ferrari the day before the race! 


CUMBERLAND 
NATIONAL RACES 


Two very beautiful May days gave sixty thou- 
sand sports car fans a chance to see the usual 
practice sessions on Saturday and the full day 
of racing on Sunday. 


Briefly from the Porsche angle, Class F Pro- 
duction was another repetition of the overwhelm- 
ing superiority of one Emanuel Pupulidy and 
his GT RS, we mean Speedster . . . oh well, it 
runs like an RS. Back in the pack there was a 
very exciting Super race between PCAers Nagle 
Bridwell and Horace Ott. The death of the 
Super in National competition was driven home 
to many PCAers when Don Wester made a pit 
stop giving 2 laps to Ott and Bridwell, two of 
the hottest Supers in the East, proceeded to make 
up the two laps and then, as they say “Sucked 
the boys right up his pipes” as he drove on to 
a well earned second place. 


F Modified was a very exciting race for a few 
laps, then Bob Holbert spun out and had to wait 
until all the following cars passed . . . by this 
time, Don Sesslar with his RS, was stroking to

an easy lead. Holbert made up lots of ground, 
but then the Porsche power pack engine got sick 
and Sesslar had the win as he crossed the’ finish 
line. 


VIRGINIA INTERNATIONAL 
RACEWAY 


VIR=vigor, activity; even Webster lends a 
helping hand in describing the local scene at 
Danville, Virginia during the recent Spring 
Sprints race days. 


The first race, thirty minutes for F, G, H, and 
K Production and H Modified, brought seven 
Porsches to the line. “Pup” Pupulidy and 
“Cappy” Cappiello renewed their feud started at 
Marlboro, and with the same results. Pup leading 
all the way. Cappy, after years in MG’s, Cor- 
vettes, AC Bristols and assorted other machinery, 
seems to have found a potential winner for him- 
self in the GT Carrera Speedster, and finished 
second over-all. The Porsche parade was inter- 
rupted by R. J. Ferguson of Fort Worth in an 
H Modified OSCA. Johnny Cuevas of Miami, in 
his very pretty GT Carrera Speedster, brought 
it in for fourth over-all and a Class F Porsche 
sweep. Remember when a Super was enough? 
Now it takes a Carrera, and a GT at that, to 
pick up hardware in the Production races. 


The third thirty-minute sprint was a sample 
of things to come in the big race. On the line 
were B and C Production B, C, D, E, and F 
Modified cars. These included the two Lister- 
Jaguars of Ed Crawford and Walt Hansgen, the 
5.5 litre Reventlow Scarab Mark I and the 550A 
RS Spyders of Don Sesslar, Bob Holbert and 
Roy Schechter. Apparently Ed had the faster 
car and his head for this one as he produced

a predictable one-two finish with Walt for the 
Cunningham-Momo team. As will be seen in the 
last race, the formula for winning is really sewed 
up when the team can let the slower car take 
first and still produce a one-two finish. Sesslar 
headed Holbert all the way for third over-all and 
first in class; Bob got fourth and second in class, 
and Roy Schechter picked up a class third. We 
made the mistake of thinking Bob was saving 
old 140 for the big race, but later events make 
us doubt this conclusion. 


Race four was scheduled for national points, 
forty-five minutes for D, E, F, G, H, and K Pro- 
duction and G and H Modified. The start of this 
race was marred by a mess on the grid which was 
vastly over-crowded (49 cars). Lonnie Rix’s Ac 
Bristol, occupying the fourth row on the pole, 
stalled. In just a few seconds a fine collection 
of eight assorted Austin-Healeys, AC Bristols and 
Porsches had eliminated themselves with minor 
to major damage but no injuries, and for what 
is probably the first time in history, the back 
half of the pack started the race under a RED 
flag. Porsches swept F Production with Dick 
Nash inserting his plain old Carrera between 
the GT’s of Pupulidy and Cappiello. We didn’t 
see it, but Cappy tried to lay out a new course 
over the dirt somewhere along the line, and 
Dick found the right road home to take second. 


After a scheduled tea break came the big go 
for B and C Production and B, C, D, E, and F

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Modified. Here the team discipline of the Cun- 
ningham-Momo Lister-Jaguars was ably demon- 
strated with Hansgen bringing the slower car in 
first, followed by Crawford, and third, but many 
seconds behind, came Reventlow in the Scarab. 
We wonder what would have happened if Lance 
had threatened Hansgen seriously. This car is a 
potential bomb, and though it was well driven, if 
a slightly more seasoned pilot had been on board 
the results might have been different. It is be- 
yond all doubt the cleanest, best looking special 
we have ever seen; all American, and hurting 
for a half decent 3 litre American engine to re- 
place the oversize Corvette. It was here that we 
realized our error in thinking that Holbert was 
saving his Porsche in the third race. He made 
his bid early, and at one point was leading the 
Scarab for third spot, but then things got sorted 
out and Sesslar took over fourth about twenty 
seconds behind Reventlow and three or four 
ahead of Bob. And that’s the way it ended, 
Sesslar and Holbert’s Porsches fourth and fifth 
over-all and Schechter once more third in F 


Modified. 


All in all, it was a good day for Porsche, but 
this is a longer course, not nearly so tight as 
most in the east, and the larger cars get a chance 
to stretch their inches. Even so, the little giant 
killers do a good job, beating all but the best, 
including in this case a goodly selection of Fer- 
raris, a D Jaguar and several Mercedes 300 SL’s.

MCAFEE TAKES SANTA 
BARBARA 


The Pacific Ocean and Salton Sea were lined 
with boats bow to stern; sun worshipers loaded 
Catalina, the beaches and desert; campers vied 
for ground space in the mountains. Yet 14,998 
sports car fans joined us over the Memorial week- 
end for the ninth running of the Santa Barbara 
Road Races. Saturday’s program had 9 ten-lap 
races. Sunday scheduled 8 races including 2 
main events of 25 laps for modified cars divided 
at 1500 cc. 


Jack McAfee cleaned up the modified battle 
both days in Stan Sugarman’s red and white RS 
Spyder. As at the Pomona CSCC races, Ken 
Miles had to be satisfied with second spot. But 
unlike Pomona, McAfee did not have to catch 
Miles to win. The first lap gave Jack the lead 
which he held lap after lap at about eleven sec- 
onds. Finally, Miles dropped back with an oil 
leak. But at the end of 25 laps he still had a 
comfortable lead over Joe Playan and Eldon 


PCAer D. Michelmore on grid in GT. Sugarman’s 
roped-off area: 1600cc Spyder engined Cooper at 
left, RS at right, both driven by McAfee. 
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Beagle—both in RS Spyders, thus giving a clean 
sweep to the Porsches. 


A special, somewhat resembling an RSK was 
entered by Sharp, Kaiser and Tannbind in the 
ten lap consolation. Powered by a Porsche push- 
rod engine, this was no match for the hotter iron. 
McAfee took third overall in this race, driving 
the 1958 cc Porsche powered Cooper. This qual- 
ified him for the big bore 25 lapper where he 
proceeded with a third smooth driving exhibition 
for the day. He took a first in Class E behind 
two 5 liter specials (one was Reventlow’s Scarab) 
and two Ferrari’s. 


Production racing had the usual big turnout 
of Porsche Speedsters, but three GT Carreras 
dominated the scene. Taking 1, 2, 3 (followed 
by 3 MG A’s) on Saturday were Don Dickey, 
Jimmy Moore and PCAer D. D. Michelmore. 
On Sunday, the race was 15 laps for under 2000 
cc but without MG’s. Like the mbddified race, the 
first few laps told the tale. Bill Love, in his 
new AC Bristol, took first overall and Class E. 
Jimmy Moore tried in vain to get close enough 
to pass in the corners, but had to settle for 
2nd overall and first in Class F. Behind two 
more AC Bristols and 5th overall, was Don 
Dickey after getting past D. D. Michelmore (3rd 
in Class F) on lap 12. Ronnie Bucknam, in his 
1600 S was overpowered by all the 2 liter Bristol 
engines and finished 5th in Class E. Upholding 
the 1500 push rod boys was Ed Barker driving

Thanks to the new Promotion Fund estab- 
lished recently by the Executive Council (see 
elsewhere in this issue for details), PCAers at 
Cumberland this year viewed events from their 
own private Big-Top astride the hilltop. 


Our cover this month shows the end result 
but not the men behind the job. Potomac Re- 
gion’s Dick Keys, Ed Miller and Bob McLoughlin 
are the boys to thank for the wonderful setup .. . 
these boys have nothing to learn from Ringling’s 
roustabouts from the masterly manner in which 
they drove stakes, erected poles and hauled can- 
vas. And to the Old German Brewing Co. of 
Cumberland and Resthaven of Hagerstown our 
thanks for furnishing the Beer (many cases) 
and the Big Top, respectively. 


The new (3-color, silk-screened) PCA Ban- 
ners flew in the breeze and quickly drew PCAers 
to the rendezvous, where they were greeted by 
Dick Keys and his crew and cold, cold beer with 
appropriate fixins’. We noted PCAers from Ohio, 
Michigan, New York, New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, Maryland and Florida 
relaxing out of the sun. Announcements over 
the P.A. System resulted in Porsche Pit Crews 
and Drivers climbing the hill between races to 
cool off and relax. 


PCA rendezvous at national events are rapidly 
putting the club in the forefront as the most 
active one-marque club in the country. Follow- 
ing the success of the Tents at Sebring in °57 
and °58, the Big Top at Cumberland has stimu- 
lated similar events already at Elkhart and Lime 
Rock . . . of which more later. 
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WHICH RATIOS ACTUALLY EXIST? 


This information from the factory on gear 
ratios follows up our article on ratios in the April 
Pano. 


As before with the 1600 and 1600 Super in 
coupe, convertible and hardtop versions the fol- 
lowing are the series ratios: 


Ist Gear 11:34 
2nd Gear 17:30 
3rd Gear 23:26 
4th Gear 27:22 (‘Big fourth,"’ approx. 20 
mph per 1000 rpm) 
The bevel/crown wheel ratio is 7:31. 


The series ratios for the 1600 and 1600 Super 
Speedster are: 


Ist Gear 11:34 
2nd Gear 17:30 
3rd Gear 22:27 
4th Gear 26:23 (‘‘middle fourth,’’ approx. 
18.5 mph per 1000 rpm) 
Bevel gear/crown wheel ratio also 7:31. 


That means that the Speedster transmission is 
shorter in third and fourth gear, which results 
in somewhat better acceleration and hill climb- 
ing ability but naturally leads to higher rpms 
in fourth gear which cannot be recommended for 
long, high speed runs. 


You can, however, get the coupe ratios for the 
Speedster without extra price if you mention it 
in time when ordering. 


For the Carrera the ratios of the coupe, con- 
vertible and Speedster are the same. In series 
they are: 


Ist Gear 11:34 
2nd Gear 17:30 
3rd Gear 22:27 
4th Gear 25:24 (‘‘Small fourth,"’ approx. 17 
mph per 1000 rpm) 
Bevel gear/crown wheel ratio also 7:31. 


The fourth gear of the Carrera is even a step 
shorter than that of the 1600 and 1600 Super 
Speedster. The apparently higher rpms, however, 
are not abnormal since the Carrera motor, with 
its four overhead camshafts, has a considerably 
higher top rpm range. 


Sport car drivers should know that, according 
to the latest FIA regulations, an unlimited num- 
ber of ratios cannot be provided any longer. 
Only two sets of ratios are homologated. As a 
second possibility, the following pairs are avail- 


able: 


Ist Gear 11:34 (unaltered) 

2nd Gear 16:31 

3rd Gear 19:28 

4th Gear 23:26 (7:31 — approx. 14.6 mph 
per 1000 rpm) 
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(6:31 — approx. 12.6 mph 
per 1000 rpm) 


Here there is a bevel gear/crown wheel ratio 


of 6:31 as well. 


The last mentioned gear box and rear axle 
ratios are shorter all the way, corresponding to 
the dethands of hill climbs and short round track 
races where you cannot get much over 90-95 
mph, even on the straights. If a Carrera is 
ordered from the beginning with the shorter 
ratios, these will be supplied at no extra cost. 
The indicated speeds in fourth gear are based 
on the use of 5.60 x 15 tires. 


The bevel gear/crown wheel ratio of 7:34 is 
no longer available. 


CONCERNING 
CHRISTOPHORUS 


Application Blanks for the superb Factory 
House Organ “Christophorus” are now available.

The following, printed in last issue of Chris- 
tophorus is well worth repeating. 


As we know the 1600 Super motors have been 
equipped with friction bearing crankshafts since 
1 September 1957. This new friction bearing 
crank can also be installed in older Super motors. 
The fitting is trouble free in 1300 S and 1500 S 
motors with two part crankcases, and also in 
motors of the 1600 S series with three part 
crankcase, beginning with motor number P 
81102. For 1300 S and 1500 S cars with three 
part crankcases and for all 1600 S motors prior 
to P 81101, the old camshaft with a cam height 
of 36 mm must be replaced by a new shaft with 
35 mm cam, when replacing the roller bearing 
shaft with the friction bearing model. Otherwise 
there is a danger that the roof of the rod might 
touch the cams. 


We also might mention on the subject of Hirth 
cranks, that on a recent New York trip we 
checked the stock of Hirths at Hoffman’s with 
Karl Grassow, parts manager. They had plenty 
of cranks and flywheels and Mr. Grassow felt 
that there was, according to past experience, at 
least enough of them in Hoffman’s right now to 
supply the demand for the next year and a half. 
If you break a Hirth crank, send or return the 
old crank and flywheel to Hoffman for a new 
one on an exchange basis. Knowing Hoffman 
from past experience, they have been very liberal 
in accepting a broken Hirth crank in almost any 
condition. 


ODOMETER ERRORS 


There are two separate and distinct types of 
so-called odometer errors which the ardent rally 
enthusiast should know about and be able to 
compensate for. The first of these is quite well 
known and stems from the fact that the usual 
odometer does not exactly measure standard 
miles. Most of you know that if you change the 
size of the tires on your car, the odometer will 
not read the same as before. Also, tire pressure 
has an effect on the odo readings. One might 
say that this particular error is “built in” at the 
factory. It has to do with the gear ratios in the 
instrument itself as well as the gear ratjos at 
the speedometer cable take-off point. Due to 
tire wear, temperature changes (which change 
tire pressures), etc., it is safe to say that all cars 
have this particular error whether they are 
equipped with “special ” odometers or not. 


Seldom do all the cars in a given rally have 
exactly the same odometer error, so most time 
and distance rallies provide an odometer correc- 
tion point near the beginning of the rally. This 
permits all cars to correct their mileages and 
speeds to agree with the official rally mileages 
and speeds. Theoretically at least, if no mis- 
takes are made in the computations and if the 
course is properly followed, any contestant 
should be able to run the perfect rally—zero 
error at all check points. This seldom occurs 
even with the experts and one of the reasons it 
doesn’t occur is because of the second, more 
subtle odometer error. 


This second type of odo error is generally 
known as the “rest” or “lag” error and it hap- 
pens every time the odo is set to zero, AND IT 
IS NOT A CONSTANT ERROR! The num- 
bered wheels which show the trip mileage must 
be disengaged from the gear train, ratchets, 
pawls, or whatever drives them, whenever they 
are set to zero. Since the manufacturers do not 
provide synchro-mesh transmissions in speedom- 
eters, the gear train or what-have-you does not 
re-engage properly every time the reset knob is 
released. Before the gears become properly en- 
gaged, the car must be moved a distance depend- 
ing on the fortuitous positioning of the odometer 
trip wheels and the driving gears. This distance 
is the lag error and it can be from near zero to 
as much as 0.7 miles, with an average of about 
.04 miles. This is roughly 200 feet. Not much, 
you say? Take a rally 100 miles long with an 
odo correction point at 10 miles. You zero at 
the start. At 10 miles you show exactly 10.0 on 
your odo. Great! No odocorrection! But, you 
drove .04 miles before your odo got itself hooked 
up with the driving gears, then you drove the 
remaining 9.96 miles and read it as 10.0. When 
your odo indicates 20.0 miles, you have driven 
only 19.96; at 30.0 you have driven 29.92; un- 
til at 100.00 miles you have driven 99.64 miles. 
Your error is now magnified to .36 miles which, 


at 30 MPH, represents .72 minutes, or a bit over 
43 seconds. Even if the first check point was 
only 30 miles from the start, you still have a 
good chance of having 10 seconds error. All 
right! You know how to take care of this little 
beauty—you just won’t zero the odo at the start! 
Good enough—but, did or did not the rally- 
master zero HIS odometer when he measured 
the rally? If he did, this can cause the same 
degree of error. 


There is an easy way to overcome this lag 
error in rallies. It is a simple process of-giving 
TWO odo correction points—one very near the 
start and the other about 10 miles or so from 
the first one. Your odo correction is then based 
on the differences in readings at the two points— 
both those given in the instructions and those you 
take from your own odo. It does no good for 
the rallymaster to declare whether he zeroed or 
not. If he didn’t, the contestants must jockey 
their cars around at the start to take up their odo 
lag. If he did, there is no way to determine 
whether his lag error was large or small at that 
particular time. 


For those of you who are interested in lag 
error, the following simple experiment will be 
quite revealing. Put your car on a straight road, 
set the odo to zero, then place a marker on the 
road opposite the front bumper. Drive until 
your odo shows exactly 0.1 at which point you 
stop and place another marker on the road op- 
posite the front bumper. Without touching the 
odo, drive until the odo shows 0.2 at which point 
you stop and similarly place a third marker. 
Now turn around with your front bumper oppo- 
site this third marker, zero the odo and repeat 
the marker process going back over the route. 
You will find the center markers are not very 
close together, and quite possibly you will not 
be at the exact starting point when your odo 
again shows 0.2 miles. You will also probably 
find that you will have different points for the 
markers each time you repeat the experiment. 
Incidentally, the distance between the center

markers is not twice your lag error. It is the 
sum of two errors which may or may not be 
alike. At least two odo correction points will 
be standard for SCCA rallies this year.
